Is so happens that Mr. Harris' 


daily column is one of the best. But 
even if it were the world's worst, 
that fact would make no difference 
—Ihe nation's need of the printed edi- 
torial column today is greater lhan 
ever. 


Mr. Harris poinls oul lhal in com- 


pelilion with the space occupied by 
his editorial column there is the 40,- 
000-word daily report of the Associat- 
ed Press . . . and the inference is 
that this 40,000-word report is 100 pel- 
cent news and facts. 


But such an inference is wrong. 
As a newspaper man of 20 years' 


experience myself I should say that 
fully a third of the daily report of 
the A.ssoeiated Press or any other news 
service is opinion rather than fact- 
hut duly accredited opinion: Reports 
of political controversies in Washing- 
ton; of business disputes 
in New 


York; of speeches and 
interviews 


throughout the rest of the country. 


All this is opinion, not fact. The 


Associated Press itself is of course 
neutral. It is merely transmitting the 
opinions of various Americans, all 
of whom arc duly named in the news 
report so that the people may weigh 
those opinions for what they are 
worth. 


And so I say that the abolition of 


the local editorial column for the sake 
of printing more "wire hews!' would 
in effect simply cancel the local ter- 
ritory's contribution of opinion to tlie 
national scene and leave the other 
fellows a dear field for the printing 
of their own opinions . . . via the wire 
service. 


I am speaking of the editorial col- 


umn not as the personal vehicle of 
some particular writer but as an 
inescapable part of our American 
civilization . . . its free citizens, its 
self-governing republic, and all the 
stormy, free-spoken dcbaling thai this 
kind of civilization implies. 


The editorial column is by precedent 


sel apart from the rest of the news- 
paper as opinion rather than fact. 
But every newspaperman knows, and 
most discerning readers understand, 
that every time a press association re- 
ports a speech or a controversy it is 
extending to the speaker the right of 
editorial opinion. 


And in a critical hour when some 


very high-placed American opinion 
seems to have fallen short in apprais- 
ing world facts I do not think the 
opinion of one scclion of America 
outranks that of another. Any voice 
that carries a common-sense interpre- 
tation of known facts is a welcome 
contribution to the national scene.

U. S. and Dutch warships, aided by 


dive bombers and fighting planes, 
smarshed back at Japan's invasion J 
hords in a flaming sea battle off Bali 
Saturday and by latest accounts al- i 
ready had blown up a Japanese cruis- 
er and inflicted damaging blows on 
two other cruisers, two destroyers and » 
four transports.

Argentina's Roca Was 
Able Soldier, President 
'"THE rule that military men do 
•^ not make good presidents finds 
an exception in Argentina's Julio 
A. Roca. Only Argentine presi- 
dent to hold the office for two lull 
terms, Roca was until his first as- 
sumption of the executive power 
pre-eminently a military figure. 


The stamp above, issued in 1941, 


bears a picture of a monument 
erected to Roca, who began his 
career as a soldier at the age ol 
16. At 22 he was already a veteran 
of several revolutions when the 
war with Paraguay broke out in 
1865.In that bloody, five-year strug- 
gle Roca gathered honors and 
emerged a colonel. His fame in- 
creased when he crushed the up- 
rising of General Mitre in 1874 
Four years later he was named 
minister of war, at the age of 35 
and carried out a brilliant cam- 
paign against the Indians. 


Roca became the hero of the 


day and he was elected to the 
presidency two years later. Ha 
carried his able executive powers 
into office and his administration 
(1880-86) was one of notable prog- 
ross for the nation.

WASHINGTON - It was at nn af-9 


fnir attended by only the highest of- 
ficiuls in Washington. The highest 
United States official present con- 
versed long and earnestly with Soviet 
Ambassador Maxim Litvinov. After- 
ward, the American reported, "You 
know, I talked to him for over an 
hour about God, but at the end he 
was still unconvinced." 


An explosion which may hit Of-

The technique 
by which the face of the civilian de- 
fense effort may be saved is to trans- 
fer all the boondoggling activities to 
an outfit known in Washington as 
ODHWS, which is Paul McNutt's Of- 
fice of Defense Health and Welfare 
Services. ODHWS now has programs 
operating under a nutrition 
divis- 


ion, 
a recreation section which is 


known as the sin section and deals 
wilh controlling commercialized vice. 


As you ca see, an existing organiza- 


tion with programs as broad as these 
could readily absorb a few more plain 
and fancy activities, including even 
some of the strange things that have 
gone on in OCD. If amalgamated in

John Lewis, 
Labor Peace 


AFL, CIO and 
Roosevelt Settle 
Labor Question 


By JOHN GROVER 


• The spectacle of usually fire-snort- 
ing John L. Lewis essaying the role 
of peace dove between the CIO and 
AFL labor groups has deeper meaning 
—it may well be the test of Lewis' 
ultimate power as a labor boss. 


Lewis twice bet on the wrong horse. 


First, he tried to lead labor away from 
President Roosevelt in 1940. Then he 
epoused isolationism. Neither failure 
enhanced his prestige. 


A lesser man might have been sunk 


by either fiasco. The indestructible 
Mr. Lewis, however, remains the most 
colorful and forceful personality in 
the labor movement. 
His perfectly- 


timed call for labor peace puts his 
ejjemies in the administration, 
the 


AFL and his own CIO camp on the 
spot. 


Here's the way one congressman 


sized it up, and his analysis agrees 
with the consensus of qualified ex- 
perts: 


Since President Roosevelt called "a 


plague on both 
your houses" for 


CIO-AFL bickering, labor peace has 
been urged by administration lead- 
ers. The need for complete labor ac- 
cord has been intensified by total war 
production plans. 


So Lewis, the wise and cagey vet- 


eran, sensed the temper of the times, 
grabbed the ball, and won nationwide 
headlines with his plea for labor ac- 
cord. 


His enemies can't lambaste Lewis 


for that. It's something they've been 
urging for months. Lewis just timed 
his announcement better and stole op- 
position thunder. It came at a mo- 
ment to strike a popular chord. Now, 
if labor peace is achieved, Lewis will 
get a. lion's share of the credit for 
publicity initiating-it. 


Evidence that Lewis pulled a fast 


one and caught everybody off base 
came from Philip Murray, his suc- 
cessor as CIO president. Murray went 


along, and said the CIO executive 
board would consider the proposal 
January 24.

Many Acres of 
Oafs Planted 


Farmers, However, 
Face Shortage of 
Fertilizer 


With a greater acreage in fall-planl- 


ed oats than they have ever planted 
before, Hempstead county farmers are 
faced with a shortage of nitrogen fer- 
tilizer for top-dressing their oats, re- 
ports Oliver L. Adams, county agent. 


An application of 100 pounds of ni- 


trate of soda per acre, aplied as a top- 
dressing, 
usually results in an in- 


crease of about 10 bushels of grain 
per acre, he said, or an increase of 
about 20 bushels where 200 pounds 
per acre are applied. 


In view of the increased yields from 


a top dressing, fitrmers are urged to 
use this method of increasing yields 
if nitrogen fertilizers are available. 


The use of a complete fertilizer to 


supply top-dressing is not recommend 
because it is doubtful if the increased 
yield will be enough to pay the cost 
of tiie fertilizer. 


Nitrate of soda or sulfate of am- 


monia are recommended 
for top- 


dressing. Either material bhould be 
broadcast aboul the time the oats 
begin making rapid growth in the 
spring, according to Charles F. Sim-

Peanuts to Be 
Big Nevada Crop 


Good Substitute 
on Cotton, Says 
County Agent 


PRESCOTT — With the govern- 


ment's dcmnncl for increased peanut 
acreage 
for oil 
purposes, Nevada 


county farmers are urged to play 
and do their part in this effort by 
planting peanuts, for oil purposes, 
occorcling to E. W. Loudermilk, coun- 
ty agent. 


Tliis increased demand for peanut 


production is due to a shortage in 
vegetable oils and fats which always 
comes with war time activity. 


Because of low cotton yields on 


many farms in Nevada county, pea- 
nuts promise to be a good substitute 
cash crop for cotton. According to 
reliable figures the average yield of 
lint cotton per acre in Nevada coun- 
ty during the past seven years was 
only 156 pounds of lint cotton. With 
the increase in price of peanuts for 
this year many farmers can realize 
more cash and labor income from 
growing peanuts for oil purposes than 
from growing cotton. This has proven 
to be true in the case of E. W. Bar- 
low of the Bethel Community who 
produced G2!£ bushels .of Improved 
Spanish peanuts on 1.7 acres in 1941. 


Last spring in cooperation with the 


Extension Service, Mr. Barlow, with 
the assistance of the county agent, 
established a peanut production plant- 
ing demonstration on the 
Barlow 


farm. Two bushels of shelled Improv- 
ed Spanish peanuts were planted on 
36 inch rows, 5 inches apart in the 
drill along with an application of 150 
pounds of a 4-8-6 fertilizer. 


These peanuts were sold to the 


Camdcn Oil Mill for 569.31. The pea- 
nuts grading No. 2's. The total cost 
of producing this crop of peanuts in- 
cluding seed, labor, fertilizer, harvest- 
ing and threshing, amounted to 525.70 
leaving a not cash income of 543.61, 
or a cash return of $25.65 per acres. 


In comparing the income from pea- 


nuts, Mr. Barlow stated that seven 
acres of cotton was planted on the 
same type of soil from which a gross 
return of 5139.37 was realized. One 
628 pound bale of cotton was pro- 
duced along with 1300 pounds of 
cotton seed. The total cost of produc- 
ing the cotton crop amounted to 549.50 
which included cost of 15 sacks of 
fertilizer for 522.50, 57.00 for plant- 
ing seed, 517.00 for hired labor, and 
$3.000 for ginning leaving a net cash 
income of $89.87, or a return of $12.84 
per acre as compared with 525.56 per 
acre for the peanuts. 


In addition to the return from the 


peanuts a neighbor offered Mr. Bar- 
low 535.00 for approximately 4 tons 
of fine peanut hay which if sold would 
have been more than enough to pay 
for the cost of growing the peanuts 
and then having 59.30 extra. 


Mr. Barlw said the advantages of 


growing peanuts rather than cotton 
are many in that it takes less labor, 
greater income per acre, and much 


Mr. Barlow is one of many Nevada 


county farmers who have realized the 
value of growing peanuts as a cash 
crop and at the same time helping 
the Government in its Food and Feed 
Victory and Freedom 
Programs. 


The State USDAA war board has 


assured Nevada County farmers that 
a market of not less than 582 per 
ton for No. One peanuts will be 
provided. Sufficient peanut pickers 
will ,be made available to harvest 
whatever acreage is planted. Nevada 
County peanut seed will be furn- 
ished by the SPGA through the AAA. 


The Nevada County War Board 


has gone on record to produce 3,- 
000 acres of peanuts for oil purpos- 
es. Mr. N. N. Daniels, FSA Super- 
visor, has stated that at least two 
or more pickers will be made avail- 
able thru his program.

The Dutch once bought Manhattan 


Island for $24, and they got a good 
buy, too. A couple of hundred years 
later for about $10 they bought one 
pound of wild cinchona seed and they 
made just as good a thing out of that 
week-end special. 


From 18G5 until after 1900 Dutch 


foresters, soil scientists and chemists 
worked on the cinchona seeds, hy- 
bridizing 
the seedlings, improving 


the breed—and all the time improving 
the amount of quinine sulfate in its 
bark. 


Today the Dutch East Indies provide 


quinine to cure the chills and fevers 
of all the rest of the world and so 
important is this medicine, especially 
in wartime, that the United States 
lists it among the 17 raw materials 
essential for defense. It is, at the 
same time, the only imported war 
material available in. sufficient quan-- 
lilies, probably because the Dutch 
were able to furnish this country 10 
million ounces of quinine. 


Quinine is obtained from quinine 


sulfale in the cinchona tree bark. 
The -10 pound of seed from the wild 
cinchona found originally in the up- 
lands facing the Amazon Valley on the 
eastern side of the Andes, produced 
bark bearing 
comparatively 
little 


quinine. 


Through hybridization 
and con- 


trolled pollinizalion of 
their 12,000 


seedlings, the Dutch scientists in- 
creased the quantity of quinine sul- 
fate their cinchona trees produced, 
and planted great East Indies planta- 
tions to quinine trees. 


To protect their investment natives 


gathered the 
seeds 
carefully and 


guard the millions of blossoms to 
avoid erratic and uncontrolled cross- 
ing that would weaken the strain— 
and threalen the world's supply of 
quinine. 


The war in the fever-ridden jun- 


gles of (he O'rient makes this remedy 
for malaria and other jungle fevers 
more precious in some respects than 
the oil, tin and rubber for which the 
Japanese are fighting.

She was born in Havana, daughter of 
an American hunker stationed there, 
and one of Cuba's most famous new- 
spaper women 
columnists—Carmela 


Nicntc—formerly of El Mundo and 
now of El Pais. 


After schooling in Havana she'en- 


tered 
Barnard College (Columbia), 


New York, and gave her conserva- 
tive Cuban family a jar by getting 
a part-time job as personal shopper 
in a Manhattan department 
store 


while she attended the university. 


Back in Havana she served as her 


mother's secretary until she could gel 
a job in the Cuban slale department. 
Eventually she went to Paris as chan- 
cellor in Ihc Cuban legation from 
1932 
to 1935. When ambition prod- 


ded her again she returned to Ha- 
vana to study international law. At 
the same time she was in charge of 
protocol for the Cuban Department 
of Stale. When she learned of Ihe 
opening in the London legation, she 
begged for it. 


"At first they didn't wanl me lo 


go," she said in New York jusl be- 
fore she sailed. "But I argued a litllc 
and said 'I can do as well as a man,' 
so Ihey let me go. I won't come back 
before the end of the war unless Ihey 
bring me unconscious.

Few Lines on Jap

It may seem a little old now, but 


the letter was late arriving, has never 
been made public and probably never 
will be. It came from a government 
official who had gone to Wake Is- 
land to inspect the construction work 
going on there.

Army or the Navy. 


In a brief ten lines he mention- 


ed that the Japs had been attacking 
(lie island intermittently from the nir 
and from the sea; that there had 
been some casualties. 


Then, for more than 300 words, he 


detailed his findings in connection 
with the construction work. He was 
all at odds with the Navy for the 
way some of the work had been done. 
The window casings particularly per- 
turbed him. The specifications and ma- 
terials weren't made to stand up in the 
tropical sea air. He had explained 
to the Navy that they had been very 
foolish, that their buildings were not 
being built to last in that climate. 


His last line was to the effect that 


lie didn't think the Navy would do 
any more construction work 
like 


that on Wake Island in the near fu- 
ture. 


The report was dated Dec. 21, 1941 


—one day before Wake Island fell 
to the Japs—and that's the last the 
government has heard of their con- 
struction inspector to whom it ap- 
parently never occurred that his per- 
sonal safety was as important as 
whether the window casings in the 
island barro.-ks would weather trop- 
ical heat rnd rain.
